Point, and a little beyond. The day was 
warm and aunahiny, and from the time 
of rounding Kaon Rocks almost aa far 
as the steamer nroceeded, fish were en¬ 
countered. In tne words of one of the 
crew uf the steamer the run of fish ex¬ 
tended for eighteen miles. Never before, 
he said, has he seen so many salmon.
